Federal Funds Won't Pay 
Wages, City Firemen Told

He asked McCorkhill why, 
and the solicitor said he was un­ 
prepared to answ er C ranm er’s 
query but would research it 
City Auditor F ran Dickey 
pointed out today that the city is 
indebted to a total of over $1-

POLLY S POINTERS

Try peroxide on 
scorched canvas bag 


DEAR POLLY — While applying iron-on initials to a 
white canvas carry-all bag I scorched the canvas Can 
you tell me how to get rid of this scorch0 I will have to 
work around the green felt initials — HENRIETTA 


DEAR HENRIETTA — A few months ago I cleaned some 
black marks off the canvas on a deck chair that had a black 
painted design by CAREFULLY sponging on a mixture of 
water and chlorine bleach. 
An often recommended remedy for scorch marks is to 
dampen the marks with a cloth with peroxide on it, cover the 
area with a dry cloth and press with an iron as hot as is safe 
for the material. Rinse well. Deep scorch cannot be removed.

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the lack of informa­ 
tion on clothes sold in thrift shops. It would be such a help if 
the donors would sew on tags with the sizes before they give 
their clothes away. I am in my seventies and like many others 
on limited budgets I wear used clothing — JOSEPHINES 
DEAR POLLY — I want to tell Connie how my brother has 
mounted his collection of over 12,000 matchbook covers He 
used plaster boards that m easure 4 x 8 feet. Stretch fine pic­ 
ture or broom wire across a board and thumbtack it at the 
ends. The rows could be spaced as one desires but we like 
them about two and a half inches apart. Close the covers over 
the wire and they hang perfectly. The various kinds of 
matchbook covers should be grouped together such as hotels, 
restaurants, funeral homes, etc. — ETHEL 
DEAR POLLY — To help humidify the air in winter when it 
gets do dry I open my dishwasher on the dry cycle to let out 
the steam. This also helps the dishes dry faster and saves on 
electricity. 
To make my glass cookie jar airtight I added some leftover 
rubber stripping (from doors) around the edge of the lid Now 
the cookies stay fresh longer. — KIM 
DEAR POLLY — I just read in your column about removing 
candle wax from furniture. If I read you right you first 
suggested using a fingernail or dull knife for removing the ex­ 
cess wax. Not on our wood surface you would not A wooden 
spatula does the job and there is no danger of scratching fine 
surfaces. Works on tile floors, too. I would suggest this remedy 
first before using fingernails or dull knives. I enjoy your 
columns and find useful hints but this is not one of them — at 
least, not to me. — BILL. 
DEAR BILL — What one thinks best is not always the best 
for someone else. I have used my fingernails (not long pointed 
ones) or a dull knife for more years than I like to admit and on 
fine antiques and have not scratched one yet. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — I make a lot of pants suits and instead of 
buying elastic to go in the pants, I use the elastic bands from 
old pantyhose. They last longer than new elastic that comes in 
packages. — KIT. 
DEAR POLLY - The one-half pound plastic margarine con­ 
tainers are ideal to use for holding cosmetics. One can be used 
for lipsticks, roll-on perfumes, nail polish, cotton balls, etc. —

DEAR POLLY — Men who find that those new double edged 
razors clog after a few shaves can make them last longer by 
cleaning between the blades with an old toothbrush. The 
blades will last twice as long with fewer nicks and cuts. —

Mr. C arter has come in for as much criticism 
as praise for certain measures he has taken to 
curb governm ental and p residential e x ­ 
travagance — limiting the use of limousines by 
officials, for instance, or foregoing the fanfares 
every time he enters a room. 
You can’t fool us, say some people. We know 
it’s all symbol and no substance. 
You can’t please us, say others. We don’t want 
a “just folks” president who sends his daughter 
to public school or who appears on nationwide 
television in a sweater. The president is sup­ 
posed to be someone special and different from 
ordinary people. 
Well, it really doesn’t m atter what some 
people say. There are times when the symbol can 
be as meaningful as the substance, especially if 
it symbolizes — as we beliieve it does — a 
genuine desire by Mr. C arter to approach closer 
to Lincoln’s idea of a government of the people, 
by the people and for the people 
He may never get past the symbolic reforms, 
so entrenched are bureaucracy, custom and 
protocol. But even if he does nothing more than 
eliminate some of the pomp and circumstance 
and monarchial trappings that have come to 
surround the presidency, he will have earned a 
special place in history. 
Even Gerald Ford, who had no exaggerated 
notions abopt his own importance, found it all too 


press for dressing White House guarc 
chocolate soldier uniforms, Jimm y C arter 
should not be faulted for feeling that the playing 
of “Hail to the Chief” has been a wee bit over­ 
done. 
It doesn’t hurt to note that “hail” in German is 
“heil” and that “the chief” may be translated as

WASHINGTON -( N E a ) - 
It’s bad enough that many of 
the nation’s major corporations 
have been forced, during the 
past two and a half years, to 
confess in court that they made 
millions of dollars worth of 
covert and illegal contributions 
to finance the campaigns of 
scores 
of 
W ashington 
politicians. 
What’s truly outrageous is 
that virtu ally none of the 
beneficiaries — a group which 
includes some of the most in­ 
fluential, 
prestigious 
and 
sanctimonious members of the 
House and Senate — has suf­ 
fered any legal consequences 
as a result of those disclosures. 
The co rp o rate revelations 
began in 1973, when the in­ 
vestigation of the W atergate 


scandal, in an unexpected turn 
of events, produced evidence 
that then-P resident N ixon’s 
1972 campaign committee had 
received 
prohibited 
con­ 
tributions. 
When federal investigators 
tracked the money back to its 
source, they discovered that 
most of the companies had 
sizable, long-established “slush 
funds” for m aking secret 
contributions to politicians 
other than Nixon. 
AMONG 
THOSE 
whose 
cam paign com m ittees w ere 
publicly identified as recipients 
of four or five-figure illegal 
donations were: 
Vice 
President 
Walter 
F. 
M ondale; 
Sen. 
H ubert 
H. 
H um phrey; Sen. H enry M. 
Jackson, Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, 


and Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, D- 
Hawaii, chairman of the Senate 
Intelligence Committee. 
The m anager of Humphrey’s 
1972 presidential campaign, a 
longtime Mills confidant, and 
Inouye’s 
1972 
cam paign 
committee were among those 
indicted and convicted of 
crim inal violations, a fate 
which also befell officers of 
many of the corporations in­ 
volved. 
But somehow 
the* 
politicians themselves avoided 
the 
agony 
of 
crim inal 
proceedings. 
What 
happened? 
In 
1974, 
when the investigations began 
to pose a serious threat to the 
legislators, 
Congress quietly 
changed a key provision of the 
federal 
law, 
forcing 
prosecutors to abandon many

of their investigations. 
When companies persisted in 
disclosing 
the 
nam es 
of 
recipients and how much they 
w ere given, the politicians 
invariably 
denied 
any 
knowledge of improper gifts — 
even when the corporation cited 
the time, place and name of the 
intermediary who supposedly 
handed the cash to the can­ 
didate personally. 
SOME LAWMAKERS 
may 
have been unaware of the 
transactions or their illegality, 
but 
far 
too 
m any 
savvy 
politicians have adopted an “I 
don’t want to know” attitude 
toward the dirty end of their 
fund-raising operations, giving 
them both the benefit of the 
money 
and 
“ d en iab ility ” 
regarding its origins. 


F or every com pany that 
disclosure, 
offered detailed 
there w as 
another 
which 
publicly admitted it doled out 
hundreds or 
thousands of 
dollars in illegal payments but 
could not or would not specify 
the recipients. 
Finally, there are the in­ 
vestigators, all employed by 


government agencies beholden 
to Congress. The W atergate 
Special P ro secu to r’s Office 
initiated few campaign finance 
prosecutions 
which did 
not 
directly relate to Nixon’s fund­ 
raising operations. 
The Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice announced two years ago 
that it was investigating 111 
com panies, 
but has 
since 
brought only one major case to 
court. The Securities and 
Exchange Commission gently 
coerced several dozen com­ 
panies into revealing seamy 
financial operations, but now is 
losing interest in the subject. 
T here w ere 
indeed 
two 
elected officials who w ere 
prosecuted and convicted, but 
don’t feel foolish if you’ve never 
heard of them because their 
names are what Nixon once 
referred to as “ hardly a 
household word.” 
F o rm er 
Reps. 
W endell 
Wyatt, R-Ore., and Jam es R. 
Jones, D-Okla., both pleaded 
guilty to charges relating to 
secret corporate contributions. 
Their punishment: Wyatt was 
fined $750 and Jones was fined 
$200. Nobody went to prison.

WASHINGTON 
- Laconic 
In tern al 
R evenue 
Service 
agents, long accustomed to dig­ 
ging into big money operations, 
have been concentrating on the 
cool, 
urbane, 
70-year-old 
Morris Shenker, newest of the 
Las Vegas millionaire elite. 
Brain for brain, he can match 
Meyer Lansky. 
If there’s a union retiree fund 
with loose millions, Shenker, 
once Jimm y Hoffa’s lawyer, 
has the proper strong pension 
connections. 
This sophisticate, with the 
fascinating continental accent 
always guaranteed to charm 
those seeking a deal, is chest 
high in interlocking corpora­ 
tions, real estate pyramiding, 
golf courses, 
condominiums, 
spas, hotels and casinos — the 
best known being Las Vegas’s 
Dunes Hotel and casino. 


He is chairm an of one com­ 
pany, which is wholly owned by 
another, which he 
controls, 
which in turn deals with other 
subsidiaries, which have mort­ 
gages which control properties 
he develops which buy each 
others' stock, ad infinitum. In 
the words of one extremely high 
Justice 
Department 
official, 
where there also is great in­ 
terest in the formerly St. Louis- 
based Mr. Shenker, “every­ 
thing he touches turns to gold 
for himself. And to financial 
garbage for many others.” 
Shenker, a gourmet, has built 
his fortune to a considerable 
extent on the p ro le ta ria t’s 
money. He’s of specific interest 
now to the IRS, the Labor De­ 
partm ent, Justice Department 
and sundry congressional com- 
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mittees because his various 
companies owe the Teamsters 
Central States, Southeast and 
Southwest Areas Pension Fund 
at least $164 million. And even 
in his circles this isn’t merely 
an evening’s slot m achine 
entertainment. 
ACTUALLY' THIS comes to 
some 12 per cent of the Chicago- 
based fund’s total assets. 
Add this to the $145 to $150 
million in loans owed to the 
sam e fund by his friend, young 
Allen Glick, a high flier and 
higher liver, and you have just 
two men controlling some 22 
per cent of the truck drivers’ 
pension cash pool. 
Shenker has also borrowed 
from the Las Vegas culinary 
union fund and the muscled St. 
Louis plumbers among others. 
Shenker’s and Glick’s connec­ 
tions may soon be disclosed by 
special 
investigators of the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee sub-group on Oversight. 
These probers get into this 
national pastime by courtesy of 
the co m m ittee’s 
oversight 
jurisdiction over the IRS, which 
has monitoring p ' 
'r over the 
fund through its 
tie-known 
Employee Plans 
d Exempt 
Organization (EPEO) section. 
One investigator set the tone 
of the com m ittee’s new triple 
thrust (could be quadruple) 
investigation of the fund the 
other day when he quipped, 
‘T he kindest thing I can say of 
trustees who would lend such 
money to corporations 
con­ 
trolled by two men is that they 
(the trustees) were incredibly 
stupid. 
I 
repeat 
that’s 
the 
kindest 
thing. 
R em em ber, 
w e’re talking about a total of 
some $314 million paid in for the 
protection of retiring team ­ 
sters.” 
T here have been enough 
inv estig ato rs X -raying the 
C h ic ag o -b a se d 
te a m s te rs 
pension fund to man a coffee 
republic’s arm y. The latest 
enlistees, those working for the 
House Ways and Means Over­ 
sight Subcommittee, have de­ 
veloped a new investigative 
technique and uncovered ex­ 
plosive inform ation on the 
fund’s practices. 
The subcommittee has been 
pushing in three directions. For 
weeks 
now 
it 
has 
been 
examining rank-and-file team ­ 


sters in executive session. And 
the oversight probers 
have 
developed a contingent of inde­ 
pendent expert analysts, wise 
in the ways of money moving. 
Also the committee has been 
talking with the IRS EPEO 
office here and in Chicago. 


THIS UNREPORTED action 
brought in Alvin D. 
Lurie, 
assistant IRS Commissioner for 
the EPEO — which monitors 
some $300 billion worth of pen­ 
sions. 
And 
there a re 
his 
Chicago colleagues, including 
the regional EPEO director 
William Palzkill. All this has 
been “very productive,” ac­ 
cording to a House Ways and 
Means Committee source. 


These men, along with the 
Chicago IRS official, Charles 
Miriani, have “primary on-the- 
line responsibility” for either 
revoking the fund’s tax exemp­ 
tion privilege or extending it. 
This has given them disci­ 
plinary power over “reform a­ 
tion” of the central states 
pension operation. 


This, too, is the pattern of 
operation in other regions such 
as New York and Miami. And in 
Las Vegas, where the culinary 
union pension fund is under 
heavy 
investigation. There’s 
little doubt that all investiga­ 
tive sections of all government 
departm ents and agencies in­ 
volved, now alert to the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
probe of the effectiveness of 
monitoring perhaps $100 billion 
w orth of labor-m anagem ent 
pension funds, are giving the 
big ones a going over in most 
parts of the nation. 


I’m a devout homily man. So 
I feel no restraint in dusting off 
the verity that all men are 
Innocent until proven guilty of 
pension fund mismanagement. 
But if there is guilt in the hand­ 
ling of the mammoth Chicago 
pension fund, the whole nature 
of the T eam sters’ Brotherhood 
leadership must change. 


And with it the balance of 
power in American organized 
labor which will move swiftly to 
em b race 
this 
2.3-million- 
mem ber organization if new­ 
comers lead it. Big changes 
may come. Watch it. This could 
outmatch the Magic Show. 


DUBLIN - (LENS) - Two 
cases due to come before the 
high court in Dublin in April 
and May are sure to cause the 
Irish government great em bar­ 
rassment just a few months 


before a general election. They 
both concern contraception, a 
subject on which the ruling 
Fine Gael-Labor coalition is 
deeply divided. 
The Labor party supports the 
family planning bill now before 
parliam ent 
w hile 
Liam 
Cosgrave, the prime minister 
and leader of Fine Gael, is 
known to oppose it, and the 
more conservative members of 
his party with him. 
The health minister, Brendan 
Corish, who is also leader of the 
Labour party and deputy prime 
minister, 
has 
proposed all­ 
party talks, but there is no 
indication th at the cabinet 
supports him on this. 
As the law stands, contra­ 
ceptives can be freely imported 
into the Republic of Ireland and 
freely 
d istrib u ted 
there, 
although only some of them can 
be sold. But under the 1935 
Censorship of Publications act 
none can be given any kind of 
publicity. The bill aims to 
liberalize family planning law 
so that information on the 
subject will becom e freely 
available. 
Last December the Censor­ 
ship of P ublications B oard 
banned a family planning book­ 
let as being “indecent or ob­ 


scene.” The publishers, the 
Irish Fam ily Planning Associa­ 
tion, 
a re challenging this 
decision in the high court. The 
case is due to be heard in May. 
Ironically the booklet is far 
from new; it was first published 
four years ago and has already 
been the subject of a court case, 
in 1974, when the attorney- 
general prosecuted the a s ­ 
sociation for advocating in the 
booklet 
the 
u n n atu ral 
prevention of conception. That 
case was dismissed. 
The family planning services, 
for their part, have defied the 
ban on the booklet in order to 
force the issue. The high court 
has ordered the Censorship of 
Publications Board to show 
cause why its order banning the 
booklet should not be quashed. 
But the board has been granted 
m ore 
tim e to collect 
its 
evidence, so the hearing has 
been delayed until next month. 
If the high court finds for the 
family planners the board may 
have its powers curtailed — or 
even, some say, be abolished.

Diabetes needs careful test 


D EAR DR 
LAM B - My 
doctor told me I was a 
diabetic after he did a glucose 
tolerance test. I am on a strict 
diet — no medication. 
Then 1 read this item in the 
paper that said the glucose 
tolerance tests are usually 
wrong and should not be used 
to make a diagnosis of 
diabetes 
I have begun to 
wonder and would like your 
opinion. 
D EA R R EA D ER - The 
comments you read in the 
paper need to be put into 
proper perspective. Doctors 
are trained to use their 
clinical judgment, not just the 
results from a laboratory test. 
A good doctor will know how 
much weight to put on the test 
he had performed in your 
case. 
It is true that many false 
positive tests do occur. This is 
often because the patient has 
not been properly prepared. 
Unless the patient already has 
diabetes or has a medical con­ 
dition that contra-indicates it, 
he should eat an abundant 
amount 
of carbohydrates, 
starches and sweets for three 
days before the test. This will 
prevent false positive tests in 
many cases 
It also depends on how 
severe the test results are. If 
the values go very high and 
stay very high in a properly 
prepared patient the condition 
is not so e q u ivo ca l or 
borderline. If the fasting 
specimen is abnormally high 
to a significant degree the 
doctor can also be fairly sure 
about your diagnosis 
So my advice is to depend on 
your doctor’s good judgment 
and let him worry about the 
interpretation of your test. I 
agree with your doctor’s idea 
of reducing a patient and us­ 
ing diet as the first step in

management when that is 
possible. Sometimes that is all 
that is needed

D EAR DR LAM B — I am 
52 years old I have not been in 
bad health at all. I feel I have 
passed the menopause. I have 
read that you recommend a 
quart of milk a day for women 
in my category to prevent a 
calcium deficiency that could 
lead to softening of the bones. 
What substitute could I 
possibly use? Milk causes gas 
on my stomach and since I am 
working with many people 
milk is not the answer for me. 
D E A R R E A D E R — It 
sounds like you have lactose 
intolerance — inability to split 
the double sugar, lactose, in 
milk. That usually causes gas 
and digestive complaints. 
You can take calcium pills 
if you wish — enough to get 
about 
1 
gram 
( 1000 ^ 
milligrams) of calcium a day. 
You may want to try Lact- 
Aid, the enzyme substance 
that you can put in your milk 
to split lactose before you use 
the milk. The normal intestine 
contains this enzyme but 
some people, quite a few, do 
not produce enough of the en­ 
zyme when they become 
adults and have an intolerance 
to milk.
